The 
freighters on this side are not tile 
only ones being knocked out either, 
for B ryan m erchants are evidently 
feeling the effects of trade being 
kept aw ay on account of the bottom 
roads.” 
W ho will take the lead and call a 
m eeting to take steps to rem edy this 
terrible state of affairs? The col­ 
umns of the Eagle are open to the 
m atter and we are w illing to m ake 
good a form er offer and come down 
with our part of the cash to help it 
along.

London, May 23.—A dispatch from 
Piet erinaritzberg, dated Monday, says 
the Boers avo reported to have entirely 
left Natal, leaving Laings Nek free. 
lf 
Ibis is true it halves the way open for 
Buller to advance into the Transvaal as 
soon as repairs of railroads are sufficient 
to insure good communications. 
Roberts is still at Kroonatadt, reorgan­ 
izing his forces. 
Rundle’s forces encamped at Trom­ 
mel was attacked by Boers and one man 
wounded and some horses killed. 
Tho 
affair was unimportant except in show­ 
ing that the Boers are still in the neigh­ 
borhood and on the outlook for a chanco 
at sniping. 
Further details of fighting at Mafek- 
ing say Commandant Sarel Eloff’s fol­ 
lowers deserted him, wkereui>on Eloff 
fired upon them himself aud then sur­ 
rendered with 80 followers.

Weiss, a German. 
It was found that 
the Boers were guided by two deserters 
named Hay and Bolton. 
At the enemy’s 
request we have handed over their dead. 
It is officially announced that Colonel 
Methuen has reported that while march­ 
ing in the direction of New Castle Mon­ 
day he was ambushed by a party of 
Boers six miles west of Vryheid, iii the 
Transvaal, aud very few of his force es­ 
caped.

Washington, May 22.—In answer to 
critic isms of its action in constructing 
tho short line of railroad from Triscor- 
ma in the harbor of Havana, to connect 
with the inland railways of Gutta, the 
( wer department has made public a re­ 
port showing the basis for its action. 
T he officials direct porticular attention 
to the high character of the officers who 
recommended tho construction of this 
railway and to their reasons for letter­ 
ing it, 
Tho report finialed in Havana, 
Oct. 14, I SDS, and is signed by .J G. G. 
fjee, assistant quartermaster general; 
Frank J. Hecker, colonel and quarter­ 
master; W. it laver more, lieutenant 
colonel of engineers; It 
M. O’Reilly, 
lieutenant colonel and chief surgeon; 
Tanker ll. Bliss, lieutenant colonel and 
chief commissary and Lieut. Od. Jolm 
T. Thompson. 
The board of officers assembled in 
Havana, Oct. 13, 1898, and afiei an in­ 
vestigation expressed the opinion that 
the cities and villages of Cuba were in­ 
fected to a greater or less extent with 
yellow fever aud that malarial fever 
of various degrees of intensity 
pre­ 
vailed throughout tho whole island. 
Tho board also reached the conclusion 
i that the occu;>ancy of an obi building 
for barracks, storehouses or hospitals 
was dangerous, as all of them were be­ 
lieved to be infected more or less, and 
therefore strongly recommended the 
construction of a suitable block and tem­ 
porary storehouses on the east side of 
Havana bay, which lunation is believed 
the most excellent one available. 
It 
luther recommended “ in order that pro­ 
vision might be made for all the troops 
to be stationed in the vicinity, and a 
base created for tho supply of other 
points, that tho con tom plated supply 
station shall be connected by rail as 
soon as possible with tho other railway 
systems inland.” 
The board especially warned the war 
department that any stores lauded in 
Havana harbor before the completion of 
tho wharf and warehouses would bo 
subject to a risk from yellow fever in­ 
fection. 
It is also earnestly recommend­ 
ed that ample time be allowed for the 
construction of the new buildings before 
troops are sent to Havana, as otherwise 
they and their stores would be unneces­ 
sarily exposed to infection, or lie sent to 
any other point on the island until its 
freedom from infectious disease was re­ 
tained anti assured.
